Another Oil Failure. 
JKiom Petroleum Centre Record. 


Messrs. Meesimer & Backus, of Parker's 


Landing, tiled a petition in bankruptcy in 
the U. S. Court yesterday, against IrtcPher- 
son & Bros., well known oil operators. 
They allege that the firm is indebted to 
them to the amount of over seven thousand 
dollars in the shape of promissory notes. 
They also allege that the nrm have commit- 
ted several acts of bankruptcy iu transfer- 
ring leases of oil wells and confessing judge- 
ments in favor of certain creditors, with a 
view of giving them undue preference over 
others. The petitioners* also ask for an in- 
jxiiietion restraining execution and creditors 
from disposing of the property of the alleged 
baiikiupts. 'i he usual order to show cause 
was grunted in the ease, and a retaining 
order was also issued. Refening to the 
failure, the Titueville Courier says: "They 
have IK oil large operators iu this vicinity, 
but of lato have devoted most of their ener- 
gies to developing territory down the river, 
mtlie vicinity of Parkei's. What the amount 
of their liabilities is we have not learned, 
but it is large; and among the sufferers, of 
course, are several Titusville parties. A 
meeting of the creditors was held at Parker's 
yesterday, and until that is heard from the 
extent ot the failure cannot be known. The 
brothers are energetic men, and have the 
sympathy of the entire community.—Pillt- 
burgh Mail. 


Speaking of this failure, the Parker's 


Lauding Journal says: 


The people of this section were considera- 
bly buiprised last week to hear that Mr. A. 
McPheraon, who has been striking a great 
many large wells in this region, had "gone 
up," 
and was actually unable to pay the 


debts which had been contracted by him. 
We understand that there are dozens of 
workingmen, drillers, tool dressers and en- 
gineers who have unsettled bills against 


place in England. Manufacturers are busy 
with orders intended for the English mar- 
ket.

many, and extensive shipments have even 
taken place in England. The Belgian coal 
trade is also very brisk, and certain English 
railroad companies now find it to their inter- 
est to import fuel from Belgium. In France 
the same condition of affair A is obseivablc. 
The iron trade is extremely active, while 
the coal miners are all at work up to their 
full capacity, and new shafts have been 
sunk iu tbe JSord and Pas de Calais, where 
recent soundings have made known the exis- 
tence of rich, workable deposits. 


In the United States a somewhat similar 


condition of affairs prevails. There is a 
decrease in the receipts of English iron, and 
imports, especially of railroad iron, are now 
for the most pjut limited to the delivery of 
contracts thftt had been placed some {iuic 
ago. The question of the supply »nd de- 
mand of Ameiican iron is now being worked 
out in a manner that promises to exercise an 
impoitaut influence on the future of the 
trade. The iron trade was never so busy 
and prosperous as it is at present, and 
the profits of the iron masters must be 
verv lavge. New furnaces are being erected 
in Pennsylvania, Missouri. Tennessee and 
other States. In the Lake Superior region 
the operations are exceedingly active. Un- 
der tne rtimnluB of the high prices, charcoal 
pig iron that was worth only $35 a ton a 
jjear ago now sells at $55 to $60, and the 
supply falls short of th« demand. It is al- 
leged that the products of the Lake Supe- 
rior region of 1873 intended for the Eastern 
markets are already bought up, aud that 
new orders cannot be placed. 


Even the New Dominion begins to feel the 


influence of the change, and Nova Scotia 
.ftoal ia now beginning to find new markets. 
It is expected that the English NOT th Ameri- 
can fleet will be ordered to coal at Halifax 
iu future in place of obtaining supplies as 
heretofore from England, and this demand 
alone would stait coal mining iu that region 
with new activity.
